The American people, are daily re- 
ceiving lessons in economy. We have 
had the reputation of being the most 
wasteful people in the world. Now 
that we are counting our teaspoon- 
fulis of sugar and shovelfuls of coal, 
we are learning ttie importance of 
small economies. The suggestions of 
Mr. Baruch., printed in this Issue, will 
teach, mis liow to save paper in many 
ways. 

The Council of the borough of Na'r- 
•bortli has found It necessary to make 
a change in the method of collecting 
ashes In the borough. 

Owing to the scarcity of labor and 
to other war-time conditions, It will 
not be possible to collect ashes' from 



It l? gratifying to learn that our 
Civic Association heartily endorses 
the action of the Morion Civile x\ssocia- 
tion in itis formal protest against the 
enormous increase in charges for 
water service for Are protection estab- 
lished by the Springfield Water Com- 
pany. We commend our readers to 
read vory carefully the letter and 
resolution of protest printed in an- 
other column of this issue. A .similar 
protest will he sent by our Civic As- 
sociation. 

As we understand the situation In 
Narberth, the charges will be in 
creased here from $420 per an- 
num to $2897.55. We formerly 
paid $15 for each fire plug. This 
charge was reduced by the Sprlng- 
lield Water Company to $7 per fire- 
plug, but. to this they added the 
enormous sum of $355 per mile or 
pipe. 4 inches or more in diameter 
By this ingenious arrangement, they 
will extort from the taxpayers of 
Lower Merion township $27,177.50 
more for this service in 191S than was 
paid in 1917, namely, $262£ The town- 
ship does not. propose to submit 
tamely to this extortion. 

We refgret that our vocabulary is 
hardly equal fo characterizing this 
action on the part of the water com- 
pany. Our readers, however, arc un- 
doubtedly in possession of a collec- 
tion of vigorous and expressive 
epithets that will do ample justice to 
tho subject. 

Our local water pipes were install- 
ed early in 1895, soon after the forma- 
tion of the borough. At that time 
there was no thought of fire protec- 
tion, 4-inch pipe for household service 
being installed. Many years later 
some 6-inch pipe was installed. There 
can. therefore, be no argument that 
this expensive charge is to pay for 
extra ilarge pipe installed for fire pro- 
tective service. 

As long as water service is furnish- 
ed by private enterprise, it is only 
fair that those who undertake it 
I'hould have full and adequate com- 
pensation. No reasonable citizen will 
object to this. But when rates are 
raised to such an extent, a halt 
should lie called. We have no 
doubt that our Council and tits counsel 
will take all necessary steps to com- 
bat this question, and they may rest 
assured that they have back of them 
every citizen of the borough.

Not for a moment, however, is the 
Treasury acting on any assumption 
that peace is to come soon. Until 
peace is actually assured the attitude 
of the Treasury and tho attitude of 
the whole United' States Government 
is for the most vigorous prosecution 
of the war, and the motto wf force 
against Germany without, stint or limit 
will be acted up to until peace is an 
absolute accomplished fact.

Seven Suggestions by B. 31. Baruch, 
Chairman War Industries Board 



Chairman B. M. Baruch, of the War 
Industries Board, has had drawn up 
the following seven suggastons to j 
business men for the saving of office ! 
stationery: 

1. Write single space, except be- 1 
tween paragraphs. i 

2. Write on both sides in case of j 
long letters. i 

S. Use half or two-third sheets for j 
short letters. Where possible eli- 
minate excessive advertising and long 
lists of officers and directors from 
lotter heads, especially where changes 
are likely to occur. 

4. Use 16-pound paper and the 
smallest size envelopes required by 
the enclosure. 

. r >. Use the backs of letters being 
answered for the purpose of making 
carbons. 

G. Use post cards for acknowledg- 
ments. 

7. Watch your wasite baskets and 
use the spoiled sheets and backs of 
envelopes for spratch pads. 

These suggestions are along the 
lines of those irecently adopted by 
government offices in Washington, and 
their general adoption, it is believed, 
would result in the saving of a large 
tonnage of hiign-grade paper and aid 
the government in securing its re- 
quirements of paper and pulp for war 
purposes.
